REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1 is allowable because it requires "a vibration device which controls an 
attitude of an optical element" wherein the light sending portion and the light receiving 
portion are both "provided on the vibration isolation device." U.S. Patent No. 6,704,502 
to Morofuji teaches vibration correction in binoculars (see figures 13-18 and 
accompanying text) but only the correction of a received image and does not teach the 
placement of a light source and detector on the vibration correction unit. Further, U.S. 
Patent No. 6,515,799 to Ishijima et al. teaches the placement of erecting prisms for a 
binocular system on a vibration canceling, gimbal-controlled mechanism but does not 
teach the measurement of distance. While both Morofuji and Ishijima teach binocular 
systems, the combination of Ishijima's vibration canceling system with the distance 
measurement in Morofuji would not be obvious because Morofuji does not teach that 
the light source and detector are associated with the actual vibration canceling system.
